ATLANTA (AP) — Thousands 
of schools across the South be­ 
gin classes this week under or­ 
ders decreeing the end of dual 
school systems. But attempts to 
combat federally forced racial 
integration continue. 
The latest effort came Sunday 
with the formation of the Na­ 
tional Coalition of Concerned 
Citizens, a group af state organ­ 
izations claiming more than a 
million members in 27 states. 
Representatives of the coali­ 
tion from North Carolina. South 
Carolina, 
Virginia, 
Florida, 
Georgia, 
Arkansas and Texas 
gathered in Atlanta and dis­ 
closed plans to mount a cam­ 
paign against busing, zoning 
and pairing of schools. 
Fund Started 
A part of the campaign, 
spokesmen said, will be the es­ 
tablishment of a “Legal Offense 
Fund,” to compete in the courts 
with the Legal Defense Fund of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo­ 
ple. 
“We are all through reacting 
to what other people do. We are 
going on the offensive,” said El­ 
lis Rubin, a Miami Beach, Fla., 
attorney. 
Dr. Mitchell Young of Texas 
said that although persons from 
only seven states attended the 
meeting, those present repre­ 
sented states other than their 
own. 
A second meeting of the coali­ 
tion is scheduled Sept. 12 at 
Norfolk, Va. 
The group announced ft Is 
seeking an immediate meeting 
with President Nixon, whose ad­ 
ministration says this fall will

Seek Rulings 
Spokesmen said the coalition 
will attempt to impress its 
views upon the President and 
seek his assistance in having 
the Supreme Court: 
—Hand down in specific terms 
the definition of a unitary school 
system. 
—Rule on the question of 
whether either the Constitution 
or existing statutory law re­ 
quires a mathematical balance 
of the races in schools. Rubin 
said the organization is hopeful 
that the justice Department will 
raise those question in a sched­ 
uled Oct. 12 hearing before the 
high court on an appeal of a 
court-ordered plan for Char­ 
lotte, N.C. The plan requires the 
busing of 13,000 to 17,000 pupils. 
The Charlotte case has been 
considered a pivotal one on the 
issue of busing. School officials 
there postponed school opening 
until Sept. 9, but Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger declined to 
issue a stay of implementation 
of the plan as they had hoped.

What if the North Vietnamese 
launch a renewed, all-out as­ 
sault, im either Cambodia or 
Vietnam itself, once U.S. troops 
are reduced to purely a backup 
and logistic force? 
On this front, Agnew showed 
considerable optimism. He told 


reporters on the way to Hawaii 
that more than half the enemy 
forces in Cambodia ‘‘have been 
eliminated” and said the slow­ 
down of fighting rn Vietnam in­ 
dicates their inability to mount 
a major drive. 
Yet, he emphasized 'that the 
United States will do everything 
it can to prevent a Communise 
takeover of Cambodia, viewing 
this as a direct threat to the se­ 
curity of U.S. troops in Vietnam 
and, perhaps more importantly, 


to the Nixon administration’s 
troop withdrawal plans. 
Coming as it did just before 
Agnew takes to the political 
stump as the chief administra­ 
tion campaigner to overthrow 
Democratic control of Congress, 
the trip had its inevitable politi­ 
cal overtones. 
Although Agnew started by 
denying there was any connec­ 
tion, he ended up by tenting the 
Thais he would make efforts by 
antiwar senators to curb U.S. 


actions in Southeast Asia a ma­ 
jor campaign target. 
But in both Korea and Formo­ 
sa Agnew’s account of his talks 
indicated a reluctance to accept 
those Haitians’ fears of imminent 
Communist attack that should

Under Protest 


SEATTLE (AP) — Hundreds 
of American and Canadian fish­ 
ermen tied up their boats in Pa­ 
cific 
Coast harbors 
for the 
weekend to protest Russian and 
Asiatic fishing along the conti­ 
nental shelf. 
About 1,400 U.S. boats were 
idled at Washington and Oregon 
ports during the protest, which 
began Friday night. Another 400 
pulled into Victoria, B.C. By 
Sunday most boats had gone to 
sea again, however. 
The 
commercial fishermen, 
including those in Alaska, con­ 
tend that Russian, South Korean 
and Japanese vessels are oper­ 
ating within the territorial 12- 
mile limits of the United States 
and Canada. 
American 
fishermen 
are 
backing the demand of their Ca­ 
nadian colleagues 
who want 
adoption of a 200-mile territorial 
limit. 
Canadian Fisheries Minister 
Jack Davis met with a 16-mem­ 
ber fishermen’s delegation Sat­ 
urday night in Victoria and said 
the fishermen would have ain ac­ 
tive role in negotiations with So­ 
viet officials starting Sept. 21 in 
Ottawa.

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) 
— President Nixon said today 
that “so far as the United States 
involvement is 
concerned in 
Vietnam, peace is certain.” 
He referred, in a taped televi­ 
sion interview for today’s CBS 
Morning News, to the program 
of withdrawing U.S. troops and 
replacing them with South Viet- 
mmesfe. 
The President also expressed 
the view that there is “some 
hope” for the Middle East situa­ 
tion now that a cease-fire has 
been called. He played down 
suggestions at this time for a 
U.S.-Soviet peaoe-keepang force 
in the area. 
Nixon dead he would predict 
nothing and expect nothing as 
Hanoi’s chief negotiator Xuan 
Thuy returns to the Paris peace 
talks Thursday. 
No New Initiatives 
There are no new U.S. initia­ 
tives, Nixon said, but “we are in 
a very flexible negotiating posi­ 
tion” and “now we rhall see 
whether the other side is inter­ 
ested in one (too.** 
The interview was filmed at 
the Western White House Satur­ 
day. 
Asked whether he thought 
chances for peace were better 
in the Middle East or Southeast 
Asia, Nixon declined to specu­ 
late.

DETROIT (AP) — A dare­ 
devil trapeze acrobat was in 
critical condition today after he 
fell while swinging from the top 
af a 105-foot pole at the Mich­ 
igan State Fair in Detroit Sun­ 
day. 
Sander Biro, 33, a Hungarian 
now living in Sarasota, Fla., 
was flung 250 feet through the 
air, witnesses said. 
He was rushed from the State 
Fair racetrack by ambulance to 
Providence Hospital in nearby 
Southfield,

were unable to immediately de­ 
scribe the extent of his injuries. 
However, State Fair spokes­ 
men said they were todd the 
X-rays “didn’t look good” and 
police said Bilio suffered head, 
back and internal injuries.

School Contract 
Settlement Pace 
Quickens In State

There are indications tiiat the 
stormy contract disputes of a 
year ago will not be duplicated 
in many Michigan school dis­ 
tricts, according to a teachers’ 
union leader. 
“Settlements are coming in 
fast now,” says George Brown, 
an assistant executive secretary 
of the Michigan Education As­ 
sociation which represents most 
union teachers in the state. 
Throughout the state there are 
156 school systems without mas­ 
ter contracts with their teach­ 
ers, compared to 194 at this 
time a year ago, Brown said. 
Pro-Con Slates 
Top Viet Voting 


SAIGON (AP) — A moderate­ 
ly pro-government slate and one 
backed by the opposition An 
Quang Buddhist faction were 
leading today in first returns 
from South Vietnam’s senatorial 
elections. 
The three top 10-man tickets 
will win election, making up 
half of the 60-member senate. 
Sixteen slates made the race. 
In first place was the pro-gov­ 
ernment ticket headed by Sen. 
Huynh Van Cao, a former gen­ 
eral, with 708,607 votes. The An 
Quang ticket, headed by Vu Van 
Mau, had 629,288. In third place 
was the slate of Sen. Nguyen 
Van Huyen, the senate presi­ 
dent, with 549,682 votes. 
Despite more than 60 Viet

and North Vietnamese

which killed 55 Vietnamese ci­ 
vilians and wounded 140, the

said 
4.3 
million 
votes were cast. That was two- 
thirds of the registered voters. 
The An Quang faction boycot­ 
ted the 1967 elections which 
brought in the present govern­ 
ment of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu and the current senate. 
Traditionally, tile An Quang 
Buddhists have been militantly 
anti-government. In the cam­ 
paign, the slate demanded “in­ 
stant peace,” and the abolition 
of “illiteracy, corruption, hun­ 
ger, disunity, and dictatorship,” 
which it said tends to encourage 
the growth of communism. Its 
leader, Vu Van Mau, was for­ 
eign minister under President 
Ngo Dinh Diem.

Damage Heavy 


To Businesses 


LOS ANGELES (API — The 
first full-scale riot in this city 
since the Watts holocaust of 1965 
has left one person dead, more 
than 60 injured, 185 jailed and 
178 businesses vandalized or 
looted. 
Property damage estimates 
range up to $1 million. 
Authorities and spokesmen for 
the peaceful Mexican-American 
antiwar parade and rally that 
preceded the violence Saturday 
disagreed on how and why the 
trouble started. 
Chanting 
“Chicano 
power” 
and “Viva la Raza” (long live 
the people), a cheerful crowd 
variously estimated at 7,000 to 
20,000 had marched three mile* 
on a hot afternoon through East 
Los Angeles, a rundown com­ 
munity where one million Mexi­ 
can-Americans live. 
Trouble Erupts 
Mexican-Americans had coma 
from many states to protest the 
war and make public their 
claim that proportionately more 
Chicanos die in Vietnam than 
members 
of 
other 
groups, 
spokesmen said. 
Trouble erupted Sunday night 
in the Wilmington section, 20 
miles south of downtown Los 
Angeles. Police said about 500 
Mexican-Americans touched off 
several fires in a 12-block area, 
pitched rocks and hurled bot­ 
tles. Some arrests were made. 
At Riverside, 65 miles south­ 
east of Los Angeles, four police­ 
men were shot Sunday night in 
an ambush during a search of a 
Mexican - American 
neighbor­ 
hood for persons suspected for 
throwing firebombs earlier in 
the day. None of the officers 
was seriously injured, authori­ 
ties said. 
Range Streets 
For 4Mi hours small h’t-and- 
run groups ranged down the 
main 
street, Whittier 
Boule­ 
vard, smashing windows, loot­ 
ing and burning. 
Authorities 
said fire damaged seven build­ 
ings. 
Most of the injuries, including 
those of 28 law officers, were 
minor. 
Two persons were reported in 
critical condition. 
Killed was Ruben Salazar, 42, 
a Mexican-American newsman 
who had been covering the pa­ 
rade as news director of a Span- 
ish-language television station 
and columnist for the Los An­ 
geles Times. 
Sheriff’s spokesmen said a 
10-inch long bullet-like tear gas 
projectile fired into a bar hit 
Salazar in the head.

DETROIT (AP)—United Auto

Woodcock says his union will 
not be intimidated by threats of 
lockouts or prolonged strikes In 
its new contract bargaining with 
the Big Three automakers. 
Woodcock said there has been 
speculation in eastern financial 
circles 
that General Motors, 
Ford and Chrysler would lock­ 
out the UAW in event any one 
of them is struck and despite 
the union’s $120 million strike 
fund to stave aff BB expensive 
settlement. 
“Well, we’re not • corpor­ 
ation,” Woodcock said. “When 
we’re out of mcoajf, we’re not 
out of business. 


“We’re perfectly capable of 
running an old-fashioned strike 
and winning in the old-fashioned 
way. 
Must Meet Demands 
In the latter statement he was 
referring to early day 
UAW 
strikes when there was no strike 
fund to alleviate economic pains 
of members who walked out. 
Woodcock said Sunday the Big 
Three must meet all major new 
contract demands or a strike 
will begin Sept. 15 against one 
of them. 
He predicted General Motors, 
Ford and Chrysler will make 
identical economic offers Tues­ 
day and said his union would 
attempt coca again to break 


what he called their “lockstep 
approach”. 
Woodcock 
added, 
“The odds look as if we will 
not” 
The Big Three previously an­ 
nounced they will make settle­ 
ment offers Tuesday, the first 
since new contract bargaining 
began in mid - July. Current 
three • year pacts expire at 
midnight Sept. 14. 
“Price Of Peace” 
Woodcock told a meeting of 
some 3,000 of UAW Ford Lo­ 
cal’s 36,000 members any new 
contract must restore an unlim­ 
ited cost-of-living wage escala­ 
tor, declaring: “That’s the price 
af peace in this industry.” 
UAW Vice President Ken Ban- 


non, echoed Woodcock on the 
cost-of-living requirement, say­ 
ing: “That has to be in there 
before we leave tile bargaining 
table without a strike.” 
Woodcock also told the cheer­ 
ing unionists that the companies 
“have got to meet that,” in re­ 
ferring to another union de­ 
mand, which would permit re­ 
tirement on a minimum $500 
monthly pension after 30 years 
service, regardless of age. 
The UAW chief also told the 
Local 600 rally, which included 
many retirees, that the compan­ 
ies are going “to have to show

Woodcock took notice of some 
published reports that the auto­ 
makers are considering an in­ 
dustrywide lockout rn the event 
one of them is struck, but said: 
"I don’t think they’re going to 
be that foolish.” 
He urged Local 600 members 
to vote Monday and Tuesday to 
authorize negotiators to call a 
strike against Ford, if and when 
they deem one advisable. 
“When we strike GM,” Wood­ 
cock said the companies knew

In City Violence

Ten policemen in three cities 
were shot over the weekend, 
five of them in Philadelphia, 
where one died. Outbreaks of 
urban violence also occurred in 
Los Angeles where one person 
was killed in Mexican-American 
rioting and in Washington, D.C. 
where 
two 
foreign 
missions 
were bombed. 
The latest shooting in Phila­ 
delphia came after dawn today 
when police raiders exchanged 
gunfire with barricaded occu­ 
pants of what police said were a 
headquarters of black militants. 
Police said Patrolman Frank 
Eek man was hit in the leg when 
he and others crashed through 
the door of a Black Panther 
community information center 
in the North Philadelphia area. 
Fourteen arrests were made. 
Philadelphia police Sgt. Frank 
VonColln, 43, was shot to death 
Saturday night while talking on 
the telephone in the guard house 
at Cobbs Creek Park. Earlier, 
park guard James Harrington, 
39. was shot in the mouth while 
patrolling in an emergency wag­ 
on. 
Sunday night, two highway 
patrolmen were shot and one 
was critically wounded in an in­ 
cident in the same area, but Po­ 
lice Commissioner Frank Rizzo 
said he did not think the two 
shooting incidents were connect­ 
ed. 
Rizzo blamed what he called a 
band of organized revolutionar­ 
ies for the Saturday shootings. 
Two men were arrested and 
four others are being sought. 


“These men set .out to—as 
they say—kill pigs,” he said. 
Rizzo said that highway pa­ 
trolmen Thomas J. Gibbons, 25, 
and Frank Nolan, 28, were shot 
Sunday 
night 
as 
they 
ap­ 
proached a car with two men 
after chasing and curbing the 
vehicle. They shot back and 
wounded one of the men who 
was apprehended. 
Gibbons was reported in criti­ 
cal condition and Nolan as satis­ 
factory. 
Four policemen in Riverside, 
Calif., 65 miles southeast of Los 
Angeles, were shot from am­ 
bush Sunday night during a 
search of a Mexican-American 
neighborhood for persons sus­ 
pected of throwing firebombs 
earlier. None was reported seri­ 
ously injured. 
Police said tiiey did not know 
what precipitated the throwing 
of firebombs and rocks in a city 
park. Four persons were arrest­ 
ed but none was charged in the 
shootings, police said. 
Trouble also erupted Sunday 
night in the Wilmington section 
of Los Angeles. 
In New York City, a Bronx 
patrolman was hit with a shot­ 
gun blast in an unprovoked at­ 
tack early Sunday. Two hours 
later, the police department or­ 
dered foot patrolmen to walk all 
night beats in pairs. 
The patrolman, 
Pio Rizzo, 
was in fair condition following 
the assault, the latest in an in­ 
creasing number of attacks on 
police in the city this year. 
Washington, D.C., authorities 
found an unexploded bomb near

Portuguese 
office 
building 
Sunday. The discovery 
came 
less than 16 hours after the 
nearby 
Portuguese 
Embassy 
and the Rhtxiesian Information 
Officer were damages by sep­ 
arate blasts. 
No one was injured kl the two 
blasts. The Associated Press re­ 
ceived a letter from an under­ 
ground 
“Revolutionary 
Action 
Party” which said it was at war 
with all white nationalistic gov­ 
ernments. An anonymous caller 
said the letter was related to 
both blasts. 
In Wichita, Ran., a band of 
blaek youths chopped down the 
door of the Kappa Sigma frater­ 
nity house near Wichita State 
University early Sunday 
and 
fought with the 15 while resi­ 
dents. 
Police broke up the melee and 
held 20 of the youths overnight 
for curfew violation. The frater­ 
nity president said the trouble 
began with a fight between two 
members and some blacks in 
front of the house. 
Police in Springfield, Mass., 
arrested 72 persons and seized 
an estimated $3,000 worth of 
drugs during weekend disturb­ 
ances at a park. A window was 
broken on one police cruiser and 
a 
patrolman 
slightly 
injured 
when it was dispatched to check 
reports of a crowd blocking a 
roadway.

The Women’s Liberation movement is an 
interesting phenonemon of modern society and 
certainly must be recognized by both sexes. It’s 
going to get stronger 
before it gets 
weaker. 
Somewhere along 
the line, 
however, 
a few 
ground rules are necessary, not only for Wom­ 
en’s Liberation but for Male Liberation as well. 
Associated Press reports from areas where 
the Women’s Liberation movement made the 
biggest noise last week indicated the main thrust 
of the demonstrations was directed at jobs, free 
abortions and child care centers — all areas 
where women obviously would benefit. If the 
liberation movement progresses to the point 
where women are legally and socially considered 
on a par ’with men, then maybe women might 
accept 
some of the 
responsibility, 
too. The

What direction will 
Women's 
Liberation 
take? Despite the movement and the “unisex” 
trend in clothing, hairstyles, etc., at last word 
there were still some basic physical and biologi­ 
cal differences between men and women. Sociol­ 
ogical and 
phvchological attitudes 
about the 
mother role of women which have been devel­ 
oped and perpetuated throughout the centuries 
could be changed, if desired, although it won’t 
happen overnight. 
Increasingly, with the development of high- 
]v-successful birth control methods the decision 
on children is 
becoming a joint 
decision. In 
some states thai decision now includes provision 
for abortion, if desired. The responsibility for 
rearing a child should rest with both parents, 
whether in caring for him or in earning money 
for housing, clothing, food, health and education, 
etc. 
As society places greater and greater empha­ 
sis on individual freedom to make individual de­ 
cisions — not only in the area of women’s liber­ 
ation, but in questions of censorship and indi­ 
vidual behavior which isn’t harmful to other ele­ 
ments of society — the roles of men and women 
are going to grow closer. 
Society is going to have to adjust to the 
process. But in the long run, it just might be fun.

On Pain Of Perjury 


Cutting off the tongue is no longer con­ 
sidered, as it once was, a proper punishment 
for perjury. Nevertheless, the law still consid­ 
ers perjury a serious offense indeed. The obliga­ 
tion to tell the truth under oath is a vital cog 
in the machinery of justice. 
In fact, a person may be guilty of perjury 
even when he does tell the truth — if he did not 
know it was the truth. For example: 
A witness in a homicide case swore that the 
defendant had not been present at the scene 
of the shooting. Later, the witness admited that 
he himself had not been there either. Charged 
with perjury he acknowledged that he had faked 
his story. 
“But as it turned out,” he told the court, 
“the story happened to be true after all. The 
defendant really had not been present, just as 
I said.” 
Yet the court found him guilty of perjury. 
Even though he had his facts straight, said the 
court, he had still lied about his knowledge of 
those facts. 
Nor does a cautious phrase like "I guess” 
or “I think” protect a witness from the possi­ 
bility of committing perjury. Thus, a witness 
who says “I think the defendant was speeding” 
would be guilty of perjury if he privately thought 
just the opposite — that the defendant was not 
speeding. 
Of course, there is no perjury if the wit­ 
ness is honestly mistaken. Nor is there perjury 
if he is not put under oath. 
But the offense may be committed in many 
plroes outside of the courtroom. The “pain of 
perjury” has been imposed for assorted kinds 
of dishonesty — in making a customs declara­ 
tion, in registering to vote, in seeking a gun 
permit, in testifying before a Congressional 
committee. 
One luckless bridegroom was charged with 
perjury for swearing, in his application for a 
marriage license, that he had never before been 
married. Actually, he had been married twice 
under a different name. 
In his defense, he argued that his trans­ 
gression w a s simply not serious enough to 
amount to perjury. But the court said that so­ 
ciety has a right to take strict measures to safe­ 
guard the institution of matrimony. 
“One who chooses to give false answers,” 
added the judge, “must pay the penalty.”

MOUNT CLEMENS (AP) —

trying to take over the Ameri­ 
can Independent Party in Mich­ 
igan. 
Miles, 45, or rural Howell, 
was 
named Saturday as the 
AIP’s candidate for secretary of 
state. He defeated Mrs. John 
Cakier, 31, a Lansing housewife, 
132-32. 
Miles was asked to comment 
on charges by Eugene Clem­ 
ents, 30, of Buchanan, a delegate 
who was removed from the AIP 
convention by three sergeants at 
arms. 
At the time, Clements tried to 
go to the podium to protest pro­ 
cedures at the convention. Af­ 
terwards, Clements said that he 
was concerned that the Klan 
had assumed great influence in 
the AIP. 
“Manipulating” Charged 
Clements also said “The Klan 
is manipulating the party and 
has been manipulating it all the 
time. The Klan has come into 
many counties and organized 
AIP chapters.” 
Asked about it. Miles said 
Sunday that “I happened to be 
a member of the Klan and the 
titular head of it in Michigan.” 
He said this is what Clements 
was pinning his contentions on. 
Miles said less than IO per 
cent of the AIP ticket are mem­ 
bers of the Klan. He declined 
to nam e any other Klan mem­ 
ber candidates. 
Miles said that Clements “has 
been a thorn in the party” be­ 
fore the 1988 election, when the 
AIP 
candidate 
for 
President 
George Wallace received ten per 
cent of the Michigan vote. 
Runs For Governor 
Clements 
said 
Sunday 
he 
agreeed that the Klan did not 
have great numerical strength in 
the AIP. but he said their pow­ 
er was tar above their numbers 
because of the way the various 
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county delegates were selected. 
State officials said Jam es L. 
McCormick, 43, of North Muske­ 
gon, had been certified as the 
AIP’s candidate for governor in 
the November general election. 
They said McCormick garnered 
IOO write-in votes in the August 
prim ary 
election, 
enough 
to 
have his name placed on the 
ballots. The AIP had no candi­ 
dates listed on the prim ary bal­ 
lot. 
McCormick 
told 
delegates 
that “I’m not against orderly 
disssent, but I am against de­ 
structive groups. When I’m gov­ 
ernor of this state, these Mickey 
Mouse clowns will be thrown off 
college campuses.”

Navy Arsenal 


JACKSONVILLE. Fla. 
(AP) 
— Gunmen invaded a Navy 
arsenal about two miles from a 
nuclear weapons storage point 
and escaped with firearms and 
ammunition while five sailors 
they had tied up watched help­ 
lessly, the FBI reports. 
The robbery Sunday at the Ce­ 
cil Field Naval Air Station was 
pulled off by raiders armed with 
pistols, the FBI said. The exact 
number of raiders has not beeen 
determined but at least 
three 
were involved, a FBI spokes­ 
man reported. 
An investigation revealed that 
the intruders remained for 90 
minutes at the arsenal, located 
about two miles from the Cecil 
Field storage point far nuclear 
weapons. 
Authorities said the arsenal is 
guarded by a civilian security 
force employed by the Defense 
Department. 
An FBI agent said none of the 
sailors saw all of the early 
morning Negro intruders. Inves­ 
tigators said one of the group 
may have been a woman ar a 
man wearing a wig. 
"Numerous hand guns and 
small arms weapons were taken 
including seven carbines,” the 
FBI said. 
The commanding officer of 
Cecil Field, Capt. L. K. Simon, 
said an exact count of missing 
weapons was not available be­ 
cause the Navy was taking in­ 
ventory. 
The sailors told the FBI the 
gunmen 
ransacked 
lockers, 
ripped the telephone from the 
wall and made their getaway in 
one of the seamen’s cars. The 
car was later found abandoned 
outside an unguarded base gate.

Nichols' $5 Putter 
Wins Dow Jones 


CLIFTON, N.J. (AP) — It’s 
beeen a long time between victo­ 
ries far Bobby Nichols. Ifs been 
a long time between putters too. 
Using the same $5 putter he 
used to take the 1964 RGA tour­ 
nament, Nichols dropped in a 
10-footer on the 18th hole Sun­ 
day for a birdie far the $60,000 
first prize in golf’s richest tour­ 
nament, the Dow Jones Open. 
That gave him a 69 for the 
day and a 276 for the tourna­ 
ment, one stroke better than 
Labron Harris, who only min­ 
utes before had sunk a birdie 
putt from almost the same spot 
to tie Nichols. 
‘‘I just hadn’t been putting 
well,” said the 34-year-old Ni­ 
chols, whose last individual vic­ 
tory on the tour came in 1966. ‘‘I 
figured I might as well try the 
old putter. I’ve taken it apart 
and put it together a dozen 
times and it looks like a dog 
chewed on it. But I guess it still 
works.” 
It worked on that final hole at 
the Upper Montclair Country 
Club, a 600-yard, par-five. Ni­ 
chols was only five yards short

of the green and pitched up to 
about IO feet away. 
“When I hit it, I thought I left 
it short,” he said.”

The ball hung cm the lip of the 
cup, then toppled in, as Nichols 
threw his club in the air and 
staggered sideways. Harris, sit­ 
ting alongside in the scorer’s 
tent, didn’t look.
